the Attendant Characters and Incidents agree with 
it, will appear on a very flight Perufal ; the Earl of 
Glocefter, and Theald, Archdeacon of Liege, bein 

kept in conftant Employment, when the Change o 
Scene requires Edward and Ekonowa to give fome little 
Relief to the Audience ; Glefter may well enough 
be fuppofed to accompany the Prince in the Crufade, 
but the Archdeacon of Liege would have appeared too 
great a Stranger to the Prince's Affairs, and too in- 
confiderable for the Confidence repofed in him, had 
not the Author, in order to obviate all Objcétions 
of that Kind, conftituted him Pope in Arabia. 

In the frft 4& there are feveral Difputes on the 
Nature and Fitnefs of Crufades, tin@ured too much 
with the Prigciples and Freedom of Thought that 
have prevailed e the Reformation, (and particu- 
larly fince the Revolution) for the Mouths of Men 
who lived in the Time of the blindef# Superftition, 
and who were them/felves rifquing their Lives and For. 
tunes in the Religious Madnefs of the Age. But 
Mr. Thomfon bas gone much farther than this, by 
forcing into the Mouths of all his Charaétcrs, Chri- 

ian and Mabometan, the favourite Phrales that 
ave been invented within thefe very few Years, to 
avoid the Expreffions ot Febowab, Lord, God, or Fefus, 
which favour too flrongly of old Religion, and too 
much countenance the rine of Revelation, to be 
ufed by the Profeffors of the new Divinity, the Friends 
of the upon Man, or the devout Repeaters of the 
Philofophick Prayer, &c.—— But furely, however fome 
Gennemen may fancy themfelves above plain praéPical 
Religion at prefent, a Writer ought not to have 
forgotten that at the Time he was endeavouring to 
reprefent, the Fajbiom of the Age raifed none above, 
at leaft, an omteard Veneration tor the Crofs, 8c. with 
which the follawing Lines but indifferently agree.

The prodigious Length of fome of the Speeches 
in this Play is probably more the Eff-¢t of Neceffty 
than [nclination ; for without them there was no Pol- 
fibility of forming a Play out of the Plan this Wrirer 
muft be fuppofed to have drawn ; tho’ fome of them 
are fo very long, and upon fuch ill judg’d Occafions, 
as will nor eafily be excufed by the Advocates ot Dra- 
matick Fuftice ; -— thofe between Theald and Glocefer 
in the firft 48, and that of Glocefler at the End of 
Scene 2. A& II. being merely forced upon the Aw 
dience, again® the Nature of the Scenes in which 
they are. introduced; and the long Speeches of Ed 
ward to Eleonora on the Point of expiring, and of 
Eleonora in the fuppofed Agonies of Death (though they 
may be well enough written) are fpoken at a Time 
when pavthetick Language is leaft natural, and canle- 

uently leaf expetted and leaft approved, the 52 Lines 
ooken at once by Edward cn a Tranfport of Rage, 
Scene 7. AQ IV. would much better have fuiced a 
calm Soliloquy than the Tumult of Sorrow Edavard muft 
be in on Apprchenfion of Eleonora’s dying to fave 
him: And the next Scene, confifting of no lefs than 
fix Pages, is beftow’d upon Glocefter’s bringing the 
Prince to recolic&, that punifbing thofe who kill'd ber, 
qas fomewhbat like revenging her Death.
